monton and Motinville. He had about 
as much imagination as a phono- 
graph.

Then 
he told me how he had nearly lost 
h's position because, on the first trip 
he overstayed his leave. And now he 
was going back again. 

“Sometimes I wish they had sucked 


me,” he said, “for I’ve never been 
able to get that country out of my 
head. I’ve wanted to go back and 


Stay in it, and I’m afraid this trip will 
end the inland revenue for me.” 

Last summer, three hardened west- 
erners were speeding into Edmonton 
im an automobile that had taken them 
a trip north to the Sturgeon river, I 


had never supposed them to be in 
the least sentimental. They lived for 
business ali the time. The ‘black 


road brought us to where we could see 
the Saskatchewan valley in part of 
its glory. Leaied bluffs; flower splash- 
ed meadows, fields .of ‘bending grain 
the slope towards the river, flowing 
at the foot of steep banks that hid it 
from view except at one point to the 
eastward; the slope up again to 
Clover Bar, and out to the Beaver 
Hills, 
And of Dr. Watts. 
My two friends had been 
sing the heaviest kind of financial 
business. There came a lull in the 
talk, and the younger lifted his eyes, 
and looked over the country for two 
minutes. Therkhe stretched out his 
arm to the woods of the horizon, and 
I heard, from my seat behind, 
“Oharley, doesn’t this remind you of

The fertility of the Edmonton 
country stands right up and looks at 
you, and, so to say, shakes its fist in 
your face, from sheer impulse to make 
something move. It fills the air with 
the very breath of commercial life, It 
engenders a patriotism that nothing 
can quench, Herein is a rare and 
splendid asset; People of every kind- 
ted and tribe and tongue have come 
to this country, With them it is lit. 
erally, completely, leaving the things 
which are behind. They take root 
quickly, even as the wheat that puts 
its radicles deep into the impulsive 
soil, 

Clover Bar to Franchere. 

Lust summer I drove with a couple 
of bankers ten miles out of Edmonton 
to see the farmers’ picnic at Clover 
Bar, where were abundance of admir- 
the trees. But we lingered longer than 
liquor; variety, and strength in 
speeches delivered in a stately poplar 
grove, vud cosmopolitanism, energy, 
atwbition in the people. We could not 
take @ census of the erowd whose hors- 
es lined the fences and rested beneath 
man had superseded the fur trader; 
we expected, ‘and had to telephone to 
town to delay dinner. On the way 
home, we stopped to photograph 
cattle, belly’ deep in the grass; to in- 
spect the apples in the first orchard 
in the valley; to admire the spacious 
iarmeteads, and to see timothy hay 
that had beef cut and bound in five- 
foot sheaves; and we met two farmers, 
Who preferred to haul eoal from the 
mune at a dollar and a half a ton, to 
tho best pienie on earth, 

I wished I could read, 


there and 


it whew leaving the West for viviliza- 
tion in 1814—jong before the plotgh- 
man had superseded the fur trdaer; 


heaven from Indian tepees and from 
the palisaded fort. 1 wished I were 
in the happy case of the novelist 


Jasper avenue at three hundred dol- 
lars a ioot. Now I envy him, for his 


thousand; and he knows, of a surety 
that rea! estate increment ie no fic- 
tion, 

Do you see how the spell in the air 
is part of the percentage of the soil? 
Edmonton is only just coming into its 
own, and I do not think that, by the 
time Edmonton has a hundred thou- 
sand people within her limits, she will 
have lost anything of the fine, free 
spirit of her youth. 

Big Trail in 1905. 

Perhaps T am enviable in my point 
of view, which belongs largely to the 
inanner in which I was happy enough 
to approagh this city of the Northern 

rden. v 

t was three years ago, the last day 
o; August. I was travelling through 
Western Canada for the first time 
since 1891, and waa writing of some 
of the things I saw, in the Morning 
Post, of London, Fortune blessed my 
desire to see the Saskatchewan valley, 
for I came from Winnipeg to Edmon- 
ton over the Canadian Northern with 
President Mackenzie, Mr. Byron E. 
Walker, the general manager, now 
president of the Canadian Bank of 
Commeree; Mr, C..C. Chipman, com- 
missioner of the Hudson Bay Co., Mr. 
M. H. MacLeod, then chief engineer 
and now general manager of the rail- 
be and my friend, Howard Ken: 
nedy, of the London Times. 

The new towns of the Saskatche- 
wan valley, whieh, on the Canadian 
Northern main line, begins west of 
Humbolt, were in their hammering in- 
fancy. North Battleford had seven 
buildings. Lloydminster, the British, 
was two years old—the most striking 
product of all-English colonization 
that the twentieth century has yet 
produced, The first night out from 
Winnipeg we “tied up” at Humbolt. 
The second darkness found us at the 
end of steel, about thirty miles west 
of Lloydminster. Daylight saw us 
started on the drive to Edmonton—a 
hundred and 6ixty miles, by the way 
we intended to go. 

Vermilion was a piece of flat prairie 
with not a living thing if sight. We 
lunched at Del Norte, now Innisfree, 
in a log and sod stopping place, kept 
by an Oklahoman. We supped at 
Vegreville, then a few houses, four 
miles to the south of the flourishing 
Vegreville of today. We camped some- 
where near the Raith of today’s time- 
tables. Lunch time next day found 
us by the river outside Star, on the 
telegraph line that was built from 
Winnipeg to Edmonton via Battleford, 
in the seventies, and we had an early 
Supper at Fort Saskatchewan, where 
we were met by Edmonton friends and 
new horses. Before dusk we arossed 
the river on the old-time ferry, and 
darkness found me wondering how 
my Jehu, whom I think I may dare to 
call my friend Turnbull, could handle 
safely, at such speed a team of lickity 
range horses, 


The Rail is the Thing. 

Well, a hundred and sixty miles ip 
two days, behind teams, over the most 
fertile land in Canada, with no rail- 
wey to the southward nearer than two 
hundred miles, and nothing north cf 
us faster than a horse or a canoe; but 
with a railroad‘dump, now on one 
side of the trail, and now on another: 
and an occasionoal homesteader trail- 
ing to his place, with his lares and 
penates overiilling his precious wagon, 
—the trip in company with the genius 
of the railway enterprise that was giv- 
ing the vast plains of the Saskatche- 
wan their first modern transportation 
machinery, with a great banker who 
Was providing capital for use in half 
4 continent, with the man who had 
located every inch of the road, and 
with the chief of the old company 
that liad dominated the country from 
the time ofthe Second Charles—, this 
Was a fitting introduction to Edmon- 
ton. 

So we cluttered to Jasper avenue, in 
a blaze oi electric light ,to see crowds 
and decorations, and to hear music 
that anticipated the next day’s inaug- 
uration of provincial government, with 
the governor general and the prime 
minister of all the Canadas to give the 
event a regal splendor, Until that 
day 10 such congregation had assemb- 
led Selween Winnipeg and the Pacific. 
It was a seul upon a heroic past, a 
promise of a mightier future, a bap- 
tism of empire that was worth a hun- 
dred euch journeys, 

Every summer I go to EKdinonton 
several times, always coming in by 
the route, we followed in those two not- 
eble days; but, in these times, on 
fine trains, furnished with everything 
that belongs to sleeping and dining 
cars, 

Naturally, to me, the viewpoint is 
essentially the same as it was thea— 
the relation of the first great railway 
that entered Ednionton to the develop- 
met of the country of which .Kdmon- 
ton is the commercial, as well as the 
political centre. ~ : 

The Disappointing Eighties. 

The eminenee of Bdmonton was as- 
sured from the beginning. But it was 
slow in coming. The first survey of 
the Canadian Pacific was through the 
magnificent Saskatchewan valley— 
muinly the Canadian Northern route 
of these latter days. It would have 
made the city of Edmonton about 
seventeen miles south of the present 
site—on the plains instead of at the 
one really peerless site for a capital 
eity in the prairie country. 

But the Canadian Pacific was built 
two hundred miles southward, and the 
pioneers who came up from Fort Garry 
in OX carts were sorely disappointed. 
A branch line came in from the south; 
but Edmonton was not “made” until 
it saw its own railway coming from 
the cast. Then the place got into its 
stride. The approach of the Canadian 
| Northern transformed real estate busi- 
ness of all kinds; and when Edmon- 
ton obtained its first railway «tation 
in November, 1905, it had become what 
jthe old-timers of "20 and ‘St then 
Uought it was surely going to be. 

In 1905 the rails came, and in 1906 
two extensions were laid down—oue 


then, Franchere’s description and ex- 
pectations of this region, as he saw 


and before the factories that lie be- 
side the river began to make smoke 
different from that which ascended to 


whom I met here in 1905. Then T al- 
most pitied him for buying land on 


three hundred has multiplied into a 
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due west as far as Stony Plains, and 
one northwest to Morinville. There 
“re not stones on Stony Plains; which 
are so named after an Indian tribe. 
At Morinville there ie coal—a good 
domestic lignite—just below the sur- 
ince. The Stony Plains extension was 
headed for the Yellow Head Pass. The 
Morinville branch was a start towards 
the Peace River Valley—the “God's 
country of many early explorers. 
Coal on the Brazeau. 

But Stony Plains is also towards 
coal of better material than lignite. 
On the Brazeau river there are unlim- 
ited deposits of coal that is suitable 
for locomotives. Whether the Braz- 
eau will be reached via Stony Plains 
or by a southwesterly route from Ed- 
monton and Strathcona will not be de. 
cided until after this writing has gone 
to press. Easy gradients will be the 
deciding factors in the location, and 
it is pretty safe to say that the line 
will be built this summer, and an- 
other considerable step taken towards 
the Pacific, Extension from Morin- 
ville to Athabasca Landing, to com- 
plete the first stage of the Peace Riv- 
er toute, is also contemplated in the 
immediate future. 

While the plans for this year’s con- 
struction are not yet finally fixed, the 
basic features of the situation may be 
gauged by a survey of a few facts that 
are open to the public. The Canadian 
Northern was built into Edmonton 
under a bond guarantee of the Do- 
minion government and ite charter 
provides for extension westward. Two 
other charters for the Edmonton 
country have been obtained by the 
Canadian Northern interests—those of 
the Edmonton and Slave Lake rail- 
way, and of the Edmonton,Yukon and 
Pacific railway. 

The Edmonton and Slave Lake Rail- 
way company thes power to build 
from Edmonton to Lesser Slave Lake, 
which feeds the fae River. Under 
this charter the branch to Morinville 
has already been constructed, and will 
be extended. To the Alberta legisla. 
ture, application is now being made 
for the incorporation of the Alberta 
Central Railway company, with pow- 
ers to build, inter alia, from a point 
on the Athabasca extension, north- 
easterly, and then swinging round 
with the great north bend of the Sas- 
ketchewan, and following the valley 
down to North Battleford, two hun- 
dred and fifty miles east of Edmon- 
ton. 

Charters Are Always for Use. 

The Edmonton, Yukon and Pacific 
charter granted by the Dominion guv- 
ernment, provides for the building of 
the line of which, the branch from 
Edmonton to Stony Plains is a part, 
to the Pacific coast For the first 
hundred and {fifty miles, the Domin- 
ion government has guaranteed bonds 
for $13,000 per mile on the firet fifty 
miles, and $25,000 per mile on the 
remainder. 

Of course a railway charter is one 
thing, and a railway is another. Many 
charters have been made for sale, Aj] 
the Canadian Northern charters have 
been made for use. The Canadian Nor- 
thern began its history by buying a 
charter that had been idle for seven 
years, and building a railway into the 
Dauphin Plains, where the average 
wheet crop is over thirty bushels to 
the nere, Since 1896 the Canadian 
Northern has grown from nothing to 
over 5,400 niles of track in six pro- 
vinces. Of the 1908 grain crop in Man- 
itoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, the 
Canadian Northern share of its trans- 
portation to Lake Superior will prove 
to be about thirty million bushels. 
The charters for extensions beyond 
Edmonton will surely be as vigorous!y 
exploited as the great natural richness 
n soil, timber and minerals of the 
territory they affect, demand. 

The plough is preceding the locomo- 
tive all the time. I have had access 
to figures which show that the in- 
crease in passengers carried over tie 
two “horns” from Edmonton were four 
times as many during 1908 as during 


1907. The inference is obvious. The 
trvil of the future is clearly blazed: 
and when more tracks are laid we 


shall become acquainted with the Rea! 
North West, of which Edmonton is 
how the toll-gate, and will presently 
be the metropolis.

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest 
Regulations. 


NY person who is the sole head of a 
+* family, or any male over 18 years old, 
may homestead a quarter-section (160 
acres, more or less) of available Domin- 
ion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
‘Sub-Agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions, by father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister of in- 
tending homesteader. 

Duties—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or by his father, moth- 
er, son, daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 
cultivate fifty acres extra, 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre 
emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 per 
acre, Purchased homesteads may be ac- 
quired on any available lands on either 
odd or even numbered Sections South of 
township 45, East of the Calgary and 
Edmonton Railway and the West line of 
range 26, and West of the third Meridian 
and the Sault Railway line. Duties,—

Toronto, Jan. 24.—"The C.P.R. will 
eventually electrify the company’s 
lines in the west, and the commence: 
ment may soon be made in the south- 
ern portion of British Columbia.’ 
Such was the statement made tonight 
by William Whyte, second vice-pres. 
ident of the C.P.R. 

Referring to the ever-brightening 
gt of the western country, Mr 

Vhyte said a revival is now well as 
sured, and would grow into a stron: 
reality with the garnering of anothe 
good crop and the continuance of d: 
sirable immigration 

“Settlers from the United States ar: 

They bring chat 
tels and money,” declared Mr, Whyte 
with emphasis, “and they bring expe 
rienee. The annual return to the till 
erg Of the land in the west, not takings 
into consideration the minor produc 
tion, is about $150,000,000," said Mr 
Whyte. “This, divided, must mean : 

The estimat 
is based on the return to the farme 
for cereals and stock.”

its reason. It came, he declared, as 
big surprise to everyone.

Miss Agnes Cameron Tells of Trip 
Beyond the Arctic Circle. 


Chicago, Jan. 256,—Miss Agnes Deau 
Cameron, vice-president of the Wo- 
man’s Press Club of Canada, who i 
to speak tonight before the Author 
and Student's Club in the John Cre- 
rar Library, is a traveller who has 
been to places in the far North where 
no other white woman has ever set 
foot. Miss Cameron talked today >f 
her trip, which commenced in Chics 
go, the middle of last May, and ended 
within the Aretic circle, a journey of 
10,000 miles. 

“We went to Winnipeg by railroad,’ 
said Miss Cameron, “and then to Kd- 
monton, which is perhaps the most 
interesting city in Canada. It is th: 
capital of the newly created Province 
of Alberta, avd is composed of and 
governed by young men. 

“It is a city of strange contrasts— 
the ox cart and the automobile jostle 
each other in the streets, and the 
beaded moccasin and the silk slipper 
tread upon the same floors, It is ‘n- 
teresting to note that the Alberta leg- 
islature, at its first session, provided 
for the building of a university. 

“We passed through the great wheat 
belt of Canada, and when we brought 
to the dwellers within the Arctic cir- 
cle their mail and the first news of 
the outside world that they had had 
for a year, it was the occasion for bon- 
fires and rejoicing. We entered the 
Arctic circle at midnight, in the bright 
light of the arctic long day.”

Schooner Sequel in Driving Gale Foun 
ders on Rocks.—Captain’s Wite and 
Child Killed When Two Aftor Masts 
Were Carricd by the Board—The 
Others Rescued. 


Vancouver, Jan, 24- Bound from Callao 
to Port Townsend i: ballast, the four- 
masted schooner Sequel arived in Straite 
Juan de Fucea during a gale on Friday 
night, Captain Jamieecn apparently mis- 
took the Pachena !'«ht for Tatoosh and 
headed between it  d Capt. Beale. Driv 
ing into the sto the schooner struck, 
and two after s going overboard, 
killed the captain's wife and child. At 
daylight Mate Swanson and five seamen 
made their way through the surf to a 
amall rock. The steamers Teese and Lee. 
boro with the life-saving crew from Bam- 
field, came to the rescue and sent two 
boats, One of these was swamped and 
the crew with difficulty was saved by an- 
other boat, Finally they got a line to 
the rock and took off five seamen by a 
travelling buoy late Saturday afternoon, 
The mate refused to leave the rock until 
those remaining on the wreck were tak 
en off. Darkness intervening, the stea- 
mers returned to Bamfield, “where the 
five men were landed for medical care, 
Meanwhile the mate, gathered fragments, 
Kit a fire on the rock and just before day- 
light on Sunday the captain and the re 
mainoder of the crew, the weather hay 
ing moderated, made a successful dash

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HOCKEY, 
CONDEMNS CONTRACT JUMPING. 


Ottawa, January /26.—That contract- 
breaking in profedsional hockey lea- 
gues, and the flitting of players from 
one team to another with impunity, 
has exceeded all bounds this season, 
is bronght more prominently before 
the public by Sianley Cup Trustee 
Wm. Foran’s opinion of existing con- 
ditions, which is embodied in one 
word, “Outrageous.” 

Prior to the opening of the present 
hockey season, r. Foran expressed 
himself as rather pleased “with the 
organized state of professional 
hockvy at the time. He declared pro- 
fessional heekev was the best hoc key. 
and it was for that reason the trustees 
permitted professional teams to play 
for the Stanley Cup. The wholesale 
jumping of players in various leagues, 
particularly in Western Ontario, har 
altered Mr. Foran’s view considerably 

“Were it not for my official duties” 
—Mr. Foran is now secretary of the 
Civil Service Commission—‘T would 
take the matter in hand myself and 
try to bring about a better state of 
affairs in professional hockey. There 
is a_remedy and a simple one for the 
present shocking conditions, If some 
one took the matter in hand and es- 
tablished a board of arbitration or a 
commission, with each league having 
& representative, the board to act in- 
dependently and in the interests of 
hockey only, you would find contract 
jumping and other evils would soon 
be dispersed.” 

“You would suggest something thi 
same as the National Baseball Com 
mission of America?” 

“Exactly, The salaries many of 
these men obtain through hockey play- 
ing is their main dependency as a 
livelihood, and if they failed to live 
up to the laws of the board which 
would govern the various leagues, 
black- listing would result, a feature 
that would soon bring the errant ones 
to time.”’ 

Mr. Foran, of course, does not care 
to concern himself with anything out- 
side his bailiwick as Stanley Cup trus- 
tee, and so long as challenging and 
defending clubs observe the rulings 
of the trustees, there is not likely to 
be any interference from that direc 
tion. 

There is ao point at issue that might 
just now be cleared up It is well 
known the Renfrew Club has expend- 
ed a vast amount of money this sea- 
son to gather together the best team 
available for the purpose of chaileng- 
ing for the Stanley Cup. Among the 
team members are several players o! 
the Edmonton team that recently 
played Wanderers a Stanley Cup 
series. These players will not be 
eligible to participate in a cup series 
this season, so it is obvious Ren- 
frew’s purpose is to reserve their 
challenge till next winter should they 
be successful in winning the Federal 
League championship. 

Foran's opinion in the matter of 
contract jumping will find many sup- 
porters in Edmonton. It is well- 
known that Vair, Lindsay and Pitre 
deliberately jumped their contracts 
with Edmonton and signed with Ren- 
frew. If a board of arbitration were 
eppointed to handle such matters 
these men could be brought to time 
very sharply and made to live un to 
their contracts or be put out of 
hockey. .
